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Students stricken 
with rare disease 



Four Macdonald students, Bill Butler, Richard Davis, Keith Fern, and David Fisk, are in 
the hospital with pneumonia. The details of the disease and the circumstances surrounding the 
case are most unusual. 



The symptoms pointed to an in- 
fection with the nematode Asca- 
ris lumbricoides. After the boys 
had been seriously ill for a few 
days, Dr E. Meerovitch, of the 
Institute of Parasitology, was 
able to identify the larval stages 
of Ascaris in the sputum of two 
of the patients. So the disease 
was then identified. 

The only way an individual can 
be infected with Ascaris is by 
eating. The eggs hatch in the in- 
testine and the larvae bore into 
the lining, enter the bloodstream 
and travel to the liver and then to 
the hings. In the lungs the larvae

lenglli dl WfUtTh stage they move 
up the air passage and to the pha 
rynx where they are swallowed 
The animals then take up resi- 
dence in the gut where they ma- 
ture, growing to a full size of up to 
50 centimetres. The eggs are laid 
and pass out in the feces. It is es- 
timated that the boys may have 
anywhere up to 500.000 worms 
in them, so it is not surprising 
that they have been extremely ill. 
two of them requiring intensive 
care. 

Related to this illness, four 
charges of attempted murder have 
been laid against Mr. &ic 
Kranz, a graduate student in 
Parasitology. Mr. Kranz has 
been temporarily suspended from 
the Institute until the facts are 
better known. 

What is the connection? Mr. 
Kranz was recently evicted from 
a house in which he lived with 
five other students: John Purdon 
and the four who are in hospital. 
At this time various threats 
about the health of the five are 
alleged to have been made. Kranz 
worked in Parasitology, using 
the species of organism which 
caused the infection. Ascaris 
would not normally be found in 
any foodstuff. 

It should be stressed that there 
is absolutely no substance to 
the rumour that eggs have been 
found in any of the food in the 
house. 

Another rumour should also be 
cleared up. Kranz was last seen 
on a plane to the States with a 
girl whose name happens to be 
identical to that of a popular 



figure on this campus. Any sug- 
gestion that a Macdonald girl was 
travelling with Kranz has no fac- 
tual basis. 



Anyone with any information on 
the whereabouts of &ic Kranz 
is asked to contact the Quebec 
Provincial Police. 



At it's meeting of Friday. Feb. 
13, 1970, the Faculty of Agricul- 
ture approved the report: "A

be introduced; one for future 
graduate work, and the other 
without professional designation. 
The accumulation of credits in 
required and elective courses 
should be the basis for advance- 
ment toward a degree. 

It is suggested that at the un- 
dergraduate level, students would 
identify themselves with a study 
stream, but not necessarily with 
a particular department. Several 
Departments acting in conjunc- 
tion could provide the ' core 
courses" for a given stream. 

It is suggested that a Food 
Technology area be introduced 
as soon as possible within the 
School of Food Science. Liaisons 
would be made between the Dept's 
of Agronomy, Horticulture, Mi- 
crobiology, Agr. Chemistry, and 
Agr. Engineering. The School of 
Food Science is encouraged to 
investigate the conversion of the 
General Home Economics option 
to a Consumer Elducation Pro- 
gram.

There is a group of students who 
say NO! and these students are doing something. 

Seen any Mac jackets walking around with 
numerous shadows?

Proposal 



At the present time a few day- 
students are taking extension 
courses during the evening and 
receiving credit for these courses 
toward their degrees. Con- 
tinuing Education courses have the 
advantage of being more easily 
introduced or discontinued and 
they permit greater freedom in 
timetabling than regular day 
courses. Although relevant to 
proposed programs, many of them 
would not be available as regular 
day courses. It is therefore rec- 
ommended that a credit system 
be instituted for Continuing Edu- 
cation courses having a compar- 
able academic value to day 
courses. It is also suggested that 



registration procedures be estab- 
lished that would encourage 
students to enrich their curri- 
cula through electing to take 
appropriate Continuing Educa- 
tion courses. In addition, ex- 
tension workshops and seminars 
which approach a standard credit 
value (e.g. 40 hrs. per term 
course) could be considered as 
elective credits for degrees. Si- 
milarly, credit should continue 
to be given for undergraduate 
courses taken in other Faculties 
and at other universities and 
having substantially equivalent 
subject matter content to those 
courses approved for a student's 
program.

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Wrestlers Win OSLAA 



For the first time in the 
history of Maedonald College 
a team has won an OSLAA 
Championship. The team that 
claims this honour is the 69-70 
wresting team . Tough - they 
went through almost the entire 
season without their coach, 
who due to health reasons was 
forced to the sidelines, they 
nevertheless proved to be 
number one in the OSLAA. 



The team entered the tourn- 
ament with only six wrestlers 
and managed to place five of 
them into the Collegiate Nation- 
als which are being fought this 
weekend. 

The men that won the OSLAA 
championships were Alvin 
Sholzberg (alias Shatsbert) at 
118 lbs., Brent Brooks at 134 
lbs., Robin Godwin at 150 lbs., 
Pavel de Liamchin at 167 lbs., 
and Don Kinsella at 158 lbs. 
The only man from Mac's team 
that did not make the Nationals 
was Bob Shanks who lost a 
tough decision to Warren of 
RMC. Warren the AAV champ 
of last year forced Bob to 
bridge for about four minutes 
of the match but could not pin 
him. Bob came back in his re- 
cord match to pin Irving of 
CMR. Alvin Sholzberg earned 
seven points for the team by 
way of a pin of Russta of RMC 
and a 13-5 decision over Mayo 
of CMR. Al showed us why he is 
Canadian Greco-Roman Champ 
by completely tying up his men 
in both matches. 



Brent Brooks managed to 
scrape through with two deci- 
sions. The first, a W count 
over Russel of RMC and the 
next a very hard fought 8-7 
decision over McLuski of ClVOt. 
McLuski had beat Brent two 
weeks ago at CMR. 

At the 150 lb. weight class 
Robin Godwin outlasted Bently 
of RMC by a count of 3-2.
